Caustic Remarks.

“LIVING UNDER A MONARCHY”'

Cocky OM Clergyman Don't Like the
President's Way of Stepping on the
Toes of Standard Ol and Other High-
binder Corporations.

WASIIINGTON, Nov, 8.—All political
Washington, which means pretty nearly
ill of the eapital city that is worth com.

sidering, has been aitting up for the past
two nights reading \ tuok that made its
appearance at the bookstores here unhe:
ralded & couple of days ago. It has been
notloed that even the White House elee-
trien wore lighted later than usual and
it is suspected that some member of the
Roosevely family may have been looking
over the volume that has caused so
mueh discussion,

It is mot because of its literary qual
ities that the book has been sefzed upon
so eagerly, but because of ita title, “The
Raid on Prosperity,” and the fact that
it contains one of the most bitter at-
tacks upon the policies and acts of tne
administration that was ever made upon
any Chief Magistrate. The author Is
Chancellor Day of Syracuse University
who some months sgo attracted com-
siderable attention, most of it uncom.
plimentary, by his public defense of the
Standard Ol Company, Though a min.
Ister and consequently an apostle of
peacs, Dr, Day does not mince his worda,
but throws some verbal brickbats fn
the direction of the White House that
probably would result in his spending
& season in jall if President Roosevelt
were possessed of the power of hiv dis-
tinguished friend Emperor Willlam or
if lete majeste were an offense recog-
nized by the American law, From
Chancellor Day's point of view appar-
ently, it would not be a surprising thing
If such & law were promulgated, for he
declares In his book that “for many
months we have been living under a
monarchy in everything but the name.”
A few of Dr. Day's remarks will show
the kind of hot shot that be pours out
on almost every page. “With the type
of statesnmiag of Lincoln, Harrison, Cleve-
land and McKinley,” be says, “we should
have nothing to fear, With the present
agitativg and eruptive administration
and with the chief volces of the other
political party echoing the safe rauting
about the tyranny of capitalists, we
may expect & revolution which shall be-
come a conspicuous date in history un.
less (he sober-thinking people awake
to an imperiled inheritance.” In another
place 'he says:

“A people who bave been self-govern.
ing by constitutional processes whose
eredit has extended around the earth
with thelr commerce and manufacture,
whose abervations and obliquities in
comparison with their general character
ore as spols on the sun this people is
being hunted along every railway, into
every; corporation, over every highway
of trade by their President, In Heaven's
name what a spectacke in free constitu-
tional Americal It would disgrace a
South Ameérican Republic.”

Passages might be queted from almost
every page to_show that Chancellor Day
is decidedly excited over the state of the
country, und to account for the excite-
ment he has caused hero among the
friends of the administration. There

WAS FORMER PRESIDENT.
Viciasitudes of Dr. Bonilla Whoe Was
Succeeded by Enemy.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8—Dr. Policarpo
Bonilla, former president of Honduras,
who is one of the republic’s delegates to
the Central American Peace Conference
to open at Washington next week, is
staying st the Waldorf-Astoria.

The appointment of Dr. Bonilla to his
present important mission s illustra-
tive of the kaleidoscopie polities of
those countries. He was president of
Honduras about séven years ago and
after an unusually successful admimis-
tration was sucoeéded by General
Krencio Sierra, Since then Dr. Bonilla
has experienced some exciting vicissl-
tudes, Oue of these was being sentenced
to death by his namesske, Manuel Bo-
nilla, who sucoreded General Bierra as
president. The two Bonillas are not
related. :
Today Manuel Bonills, who was de
posed from the presidency last Feb.
ruary, is in exile and his enemy, whom
he imprisoned, is representing Honduras
in an important eapacity. Dr. Bonilla
said today that he hoped the Washing
ton conference would result in a per.
manént peace in Central America and
that Honduras would do all in her
power to facilitate that hoped for con-
summation.
